won't hurt it. Stale and federal and 
railroad engineers have had either an 
underpass, overpass, or re-routing of 
the highway, under consideration for 
several years. Now a §100,000 under- 
pass project has been definitely settled 
upon—and its construction will further 
emphasize the need of paving this 
great bus, motor-freight and tourist- 
traffic route which feeds hundreds of 
vehicles into transcontinental U. S. 67 
every day. 


The first real obstacle that must be 


removed before No. 29 can be paved, 
however, is pretty well understood' 
Friends of No. 29 here and in Brad- 
ley, Lcwisvillc and Stamps, should 
work steadily to get federal designa- 
tion for this road, so that construction 
cost can be handled on the same 
pro-rnta basis as other important traf- 
fic routes. 


At least two delegations with rep- 


resentatives from LaFayettc, Hemp- 
stead and Nevada counties, have gone 
to Little Rock in the last couple of 
years and appeared before the State 
Highway Commission without result. 


The fight must go on—and con- 


struction of this underpass will cer- 
tainly help.

the Arkansas Gazette: 


To safeguard the institution of 


•marriage and serve social wel- 
being in general, Senator James H. 
Pilkinton of Hope will seek en- 
actment by the legislature of a 
law to require five-day notice of 
intention to marry before a license 
can be issued. At session after ses- 
sion bills have been Introduced 
for this purpose and defeated by 
the opposition of a few persons 
whose concern was for license fees 
and marriage fees. 


Most of this business has come 


to a single county, whose nearness 
to Tennessee makes it a haven for 
Memphis couples seeking to avoid 
the stricter marriage law of their 
own state. In effect Arkansas has 
let itself be used to break down 
the laws of a sister state.

responsibility 
in

matter. 


Judge Camille Kelly of the Mem- 
phis 
Domestic Relations Court 


finds that a large proportion of the 
couples who have come before her 
had crossed the Mississippi to be 
hurriedly married in Crittendcn 
county and return to their Tennes- 
see homes.

Threat of Revolt 
Added to Mus- 
solini's Worries

Somewhere in the Sudan region con- 


tiguous to Ethiopia 
a 
middle-aged 


white woman is cooking up a third 
witches' broth for Dictator 
Benito 


Mussolini, already badly hit by the 
Greeks in Albania and the British 
in Egypt and Libya. 


The man is Haile Selassie, one-time 


emperor of Ethiopia. The woman is 
Sylvia Pankhurst, dynamic daughter 
of the late and equalfy dynamic Em- 
meline Pankhurst. Their joint pur- 
pose is to stir up the Ethiopians in 
the hinterland regions so they will 
revolt against Italian rule. 


The hint is that the British have 


been moving supplies near the fron- 
tier so the war-like Ethiopian tribes 
can get arms. 


The hope is that with the Suez Canal 


closecTto Italian ships, Mussolini will 
not be able to get reinforcements, arms 
or supplies to his forces in Ethiopia. 


With some help from British forc- 


es stationed in Egypt and the Sudan, 
the dream is to whip fhe Italians and 
restore Ethiopia to its rightful ruler, 
thus smashing Mussolini's vision of a 
great African empire. 


"He's 
a King, You Know" 


Mussolini's troops began their march 


into Ethiopia Oct. 3, 1935, on 
the 


now familiar Hitlerian formula that 
the sheep had attacked 
the wolf. 


May 5, 1936, Italian troops entered 


the capital of Addis Ababa and Haile 
Selassie fled to England via Palestine. 


May 9, 1936, Italy formally annexed 


Ethiopia and King Victor Emmanuel 
was then called emperor. 


It was a dazed, weary, little brown 


purple cloak' who came to London. 
One of his titles was "King of Kings," 
but he did not look it. Another of 
liis titles was "Lion of Judah," but 
he appeared to be about the meekest 
lion ever. 


At a luncheon in London an enter- 


prising American woman got his auto- 
graph while the shocked Lord Robert 
Cecil, who presided, expostulated to 
the female go-getter: 


"Oh, but you shouldn't! Oh, but you 


mustn't! He's a king, you know"! 


Haile saidly took his kingship down 


to a modest house in the watering 
place of Bath.

entered the picture. With her famous 
mother, she was a militant suffrage! 
oack in the years before the World 
War

Medical Plans Moving Ahead 


"Socialized medicine" has been a

Legislatures there are passing laws en- 
abling medical service plans to be set 
up, Membeis would pay a weekly fee 
into a fund, being then entitled to 
medical and surgical services at need.

Mate and local academies of medicine 
is entirely voluntary and therefore is 
not in any sense 'socialized medicine,' 
but is similar to plans for providing! 
hospitalization under the same terms I 
whch have proved popular In manv I 
places.

They went on hunger strikes which 
brought temporary release. But, under 
the Cat and Mouse Act, the moment 
Sylvia was a bit better, she was yank- 
ed right back to jail. Like her mother, 
she dropped this fight during the 
World War and did all she could to 
help her native land. 


An ardent fighter-for great causes, 


she largely initiated the Society of 
Friends of Italian Freedom, purpose of 
which was to fight Mussolinin and 
all his works. 


So, when the dictator grabbed Ethio- 


pia, she became a foundation member 
of the Abyssinia Association, formed 
to help Haile Selassie's people. She 
also edited hte "Ethiopian 
News," 


started to prevent the British from 
forgetting Haile's cause. 


Recently she won a cognomen—St. 


Joan of Abyssinia. It*was reported she 
was down on the Sudan-Ethiopian
